FOR THE YEAR 1968. 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present the Annual Report 
for the Urban District for 1968. 


The Mid-Year population figures as estimated by 
the Registrar General was 16,280 compared with 15,740 for 1967, 
an increase of 540, There were 284 live births compared with 
275 in 1967. This gave a Live Birth Rate of 17.4. This was 
higher than the National average, the Live Birth Rate for 
England and Wales being 16.9. There were 4 Still Births compared 
oth 1 the previous year and this gave « “till Birth Rate of 13,88, 
This was still below the National figure of 14,0, During the year 
5 infants under the age of 1 year died, giving an Infant Mortality 
Rate of 17,6, 4gain this was lower than the figure for England 
and Wales as a whole namely 18,0. 


During 1968 260 deaths occurred, 131 male and 129 
female, This was an increase of 60 compared with 1967. This gave 
a Death Rate of 16,0. which was higher than the National figure 
of 11.9. This was the highest number of deaths which had occurred 
in the Urban District in the past 15 years. This was accounted 
for by an increase in the number of deaths from Cancer, Heart 
disease and pneumonia, 


Looking at the "league of death'' by far the highest 
group were those associated with the Cardiovascular system and 
exactly half (130) were due to this cause, Almost the same number 
died from cronary disease as did those from vascular lesions in 
the brain. Respiratory Diseases as a group came second on the list 
with 52 deaths or 20% of the total, Pneumonia was the main cause 
in this group with 41 deaths, Malignant diseases came third with 
43 deaths or 16.5% of the total, Of those 10 were due to Lung 
Cancer in the ratio of 9 males to 1 female, 


Dysentery with 45 cases was the only infectious 
disease of note during 1968. It is a time consuming business 
following up these cases and collecting samples but it is 
important to trace food handlers and exclude them from work if 
they are active cases or "carriers", 
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Measles notifications fell to 7 which was a 
quarter of the number notified in 1967. For some time 
the County Council have been quietly proceeding with their 
scheme for vaccination against this disease and undoubtedly 
the numbers of children suffering from this disease should 
fall dramaticaily as more are protected by the vaccine, 
Measles has for so long been accepted as an inevitable child- 
hood disease that the public may take some time to realise 
that here is yet another disease which can be prevented, 
Some children stili die from this disease and a large number 
are permanently affected by its after effects, 


On the whole the vital statistics for the Urban 
District during 1968 compared very favourably with those for 
England and Wales, 


Included in the Report are details of Refuse 
Collection and Disposai, Housing, Meat Inspection and Supervision 
of Food Premises etc, Mr, Jackson, has been most helpful at 
all times and I wish to acknowledge his assistance in the 
preparation of this Report,

SOCIAL CONDITIONS 


Spalding is a busy market town and centre of a 
flourishing agricultural and horticultural area and 
many of its population are engaged in employment connected 
with these industries, 


Crops include potatoes, sugar beet, beans, cauliflowers 
and cabbage, tomatoes, flowers and bulbs, 


Industries include many associated with these products, 
such as the beet sugar factory, a large fruit and vegetable 
cannery, factories engaged in box and tray making, vegetable 
brining etc, Pre-packing of fruit and vegetables after cleaning 
and trimming is also a ceveloping industry, 


Through a large bulb and produce auction and by other 
means a ready market is found for the products of the area in 
the industrial areas of the West Riding and the East Midlands, 


Spalding has long been known as a good centre for 

coarse fishing and each weekend throughout the summer fishing 
season thousands of anglers from Sheffield and the industrial 
Midlands arrive to enjoy a day by the Welland or the Coronation 
Channel, 


In recent years the town has been developing as a 
springtime tourist centre, and large numbers of visitors come 
to see "Springfields", the unique flower spectacle of the 
British Bulb Industry, and the decorated floats of the annual 
Tulip Parade,

Comments on Vital Statistics 


The birth rate and death rate figures given below have 
been corrected by using the comparability factors supplied by the 
Registrar-General, These factors allow for the differences in the 
age and sex composition of the various populations, and make valid 
comparisions possible, 


This year the district had a slightly higher birth 
rate than the average for England anf Wales and the infant mortality 
rate continued to compare favourably with the average. Over half the 
deaths registered during the year were of people aged 75 years or 
over. (151 out of the total 260 deaths).

Diphtheria Inmunisation 

No cases of Diphtheria occurred in the district 
during the year. During 1968, 224 children under five years 
of age and 4 children over five years of age received a 
primary immunisation course, i. further 412 children under 
16 years of age received a "booster' or secondary injection, 


Tetanus immunisation 


During the year 273 children were RESTON against 
tetanus, 226 of these children had a course of "triple antigen" 
that protects against diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus, 


Poliomyelitis Vaccination 


During 1968, 277 children under 5 years, and 32 
children over 5 years, completed a course of oral polio 
vaccination, 


4A satisfactory percentage of the pre-school and 
school age population of the Urban District has been protected 
against this disease,

During the year visits were made to a small number 
of elderly people who were living alone and starting to

The analyst reports the samples are clear and bright 
in appearance, neutral in reaction and free from metals apart 
from a negligible trace of iron in the Pinchbeck water, 

The water is hard in character but not to an excessive degree, 
it contains no excess of mineral constituents and is of a 


very satisfactory organic quality. 


From the aspect of the chemicel analyses these results 
are indicative of a pure and wholesome water suitable for public 


supply purposes, 


Surveillance of Water Board Employees 


During the past year the South Lincs, Water Board 
continued to rely on the district council medical officers of 
health for advice on the medical aspects of water supply, on an 
informal basis, New entrants to employment with the water under- 
taking have blood specimens taken for a Widal test to rule out 
the possibility of their being carriers of typhoid fever, and 
all water workers have bacteriological examinations of faeces 
and urine at regular intervals, 
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DRAINAGE AND SEWERJGE 


During the year increased capacity pumps were installed 
at Willow Walk and Queens Road pumping stations, together 
with an increased capacity rising main on a new route giving 
improved sewerage on the eastern side of the town, 


Other deficiencies of the town's sewerage and the inadequate 
sewage treatment works, however, remain and it is hoped that 
the Council will soon be able to remedy these in accordance 
with the recommendations in their Consulting Engineers! Report 
dated November 1968, 


Briefly, these are that Phase I, the construction of new 
sewage treatment works, replacement of combined sewers, 
construction of a balancing tank in the Central Area and 
improvements to the Central iirea pumping system, be implemented 
immediately (Estimated cost £625,295); and that Phase II, 
improvements to existing sewerage and sewage pumping arrangements 
follow as soon as possible, (Estimated cost £630,900), 


PUBLIC CLEANSING 


Public cleansing is the responsibility of the Engineer 
and Surveyor, and I am obliged to Mr. W.J. Evans, F.F.S.,M.R.S.H. 
for the following information, 
(a) Refuse Collection and Disposal 
A weekly collection of refuse is given to all premises 
in the area. /.11 food premises receive twice weekly collection, 


Active measures are taken at the Moulton Marsh refuse 
tip to prevent nuisance from rodent and insect infestation, 


(b) Street Scavenging 
All classified and unclassified roads within the Urban 
area have been swept regularly. 


This work to vehicular roads is carried out by a "Karrier" 
Mechanical Sweeper and courts, passages and footpaths are dealt 
with manually and collected in Street Orderlies, 


(c) Salvage Collection and Disposal 


Domestic salvage is collected at the same time as domestic 
refuse; a trailer is attached to each freighter for this purpose. 
Special collections are arranged when quantities and types of 
materials make this necessary.

Routine duties kept your public health 
staff fully occupied throughout the year, 


The work of clearance of unfit houses and 
improvement of sound ones lacking amenities continues, 
but progress with the latter is slow and it is hoped that 
the proposed new Housing Act will provide incentives to 
encourage landlords to make more use of its provisions, 


Meat inspection work increased again this 
year, the numbers of animals slaughtered being over 30% 
more than when Mr, Woollard commenced duties in 1965, 


The Swimming Pool continues to serve the 
town and district well in spite of its deficiences and 
one might have suggested at one time the execution of 
extensive improvements as a cheaper alternative to a 
new Pool, Today's traffic, however, in Pinchbeck Road 
makes the site unsuitable and even dangerous to the 
children who attend, Thus, the need for a new Pool 
becomes even more urgent, 


Finally, I would like to thank my deputy 
Mr, Grainger, Mr. Woollard the Meat Inspector, and 
Mr, Currell Pupil Public Health Inspector, for a further 
year of loyal service,

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OPEN-AIR SWIMMING POOL 


During the 1968 season 34,936 bathers visited the Pool, 
These included 11,267 school children under swimming instruction 
by Holland County Education Committee teachers, 


In addition there were 351 season ticket holders whose 
attendances were not recorded. The Council again awarded free 
Season Tickets to ail school children who were successful in the 
Royal Life-Saving Society examination held the previous year, 


As in previous years the bath water was heated, filtered, 
aerated and chlorinated by the Breakpoint system giving a clear 
sterile water at all times according to weekly test samples 
taken by the Public Health Inspector of the Holland County 
Council and daily free-chlorine residual tests carried out by 
the Department,
